Shad Bennett Wins Tower 
Grove Case Involving 
Check. 


R. Shad Bennett, a Clayton 
attorney, .yesterday won a 
$5808 judgment from the 
Tower Grove Bank & Trust 
Co., 3134 South Grand boule- 
vard, following trial of a suit 
over a check the bank con- 
verted to its own use. 

Circuit Judge John C. Casey, 
who heard the case without a 
jury and returned judgment, 
|included $1000 punitive dam- 
| ages in the award to Bennett. 
Judge Casey declared that the 
bank’s conduct in the matter 
“constitutes legal malice to- 
ward Bennett.” 

Testimony was given that 
Bennett tendered his personal 
‘check for $3650 to the bank 
Aug. 1, 1956. It was accom- 
panied by a letter saying it 
was to be placed in his account 
to be held as security for any 
overdraft that might occur in 
the account of an automobile 
body firm represented by Ben- 
nett. 

The attorney stipulated the 
check was to remain in a froz- 
en account, his letter showed, 
until an audit of the other ac- 
'count. Further correspondence 
| showed the bank sought au- 
thority to apply the proceeds 
of the check to the auto body 
firm’s account. 

Bennett testified he asked 
for return of the check Aug. 6, 
1956. However, the bank con- 
verted the personal check into 
a cashier's check, he said, and 
later cashed the _ cashier's 
check. 

The judgment entered by 
Judge Casey included the pro- 
ceeds of the $3650 check, $408 
interest and the $1000 punitive 
damages. 

“The course of action by the 
Tower Grove Bank was not due 
‘to error or negiligence,” Judge 
Casey said, “but all its actions 
were taken knowingly, inten- 
tionally, willfully and unlaw- 
fully at the instigation and di- 
'rection of the vice president 
and treasurer, Elmer Von 
Doersten.” 

Von Doersten, only defense 
witness, testified he never 
credited the check to Bennett's 
account. Robert Gaddy, vice 
president and general counsel 
for the bank, said the case 
would be appealed but had no 
other comment.

The 
day is gone in which American or British 
marines, like Roman legionnaires, might act 
as world policemen. By common consent, that 
is now the function of the U.N. 


There are those who fear that the U.N. 
could not act quickly enough. But even as- 
suming a Russian veto in the Security Coun- 
cil, the U.N. Assembly could be convened at 
once under the 1950 “Uniting for Peace” reso- 
lution—as it was in the 1956 Suez crisis. It 
should be able to act as fast now as then— 
even faster. 


Israeli troops invaded Egypt on Oct. 29, 
The Security Council met Oct. 30, the day the 
British and French issued their ultimatum. 
The first British-French bombs fell on Oct. 31, 
and Yugoslavia at once invoked the 1950 pro- 
cedure. The Assembly met Nov. 1, and the 
next day it voted a cease-firé order. On Nov. 
4, it voted to create a U.N. Emergency Force, 
and by Nov. 6, 12 nations had agreed to send 
troops. On that day the Secretary General 
reported that Britain and France had com- 
plied with the order. Israel offered to do so 
on Nov. 8, a week before the first U.N. con- 
tingent reached Egypt. 


An element of surprise slowed response to 
the Suez affair. But all concerned have been 
aware for some time of the possible need for 
action in Lebanon. Events in the Middle East 
have not been unfolding in darkness and 
secrecy. The only likely source of delay is 
debate as to whether there is cause for inter- 
vention: whether the Lebanese trouble is to 
be attributed to Gen. Nasser, or whether it is 
an internal struggle in which the Beirut gov- 
ernment has been unable or unwilling to use 
even its full strength. The Security Council 
has deemed it necessary to send observers to 


the Lebanese-Syrian border, and Mr. Ham-, 


marskjold is now back with first-hand infor- 
mation. 


If the Assembly were to decide that there 
is no ground for international action, then 
the United States hardly could respond even 
to a call for help from Beirut. The Eisen- 
hower Doctrine, no matter how broadly inter- 
preted, could not apply where the U.N. found 
no aggression, unless Washington were to go 
against the judgment of the organized world. 


Availability of forces might well obligate 
the United States to be among the first to 
respond to a U.N. call. But there could be no 
similar justification for unilateral action, least 
of all on the ground that the U.N. cannot act 
quickly. It can, 


Back on the Track 


After two days of confusion occasioned by 
a rather partisan interpretation of some off- 
hand remarks by Secretary of Defense Neil 
McElroy, the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee is back on the track. Senator Russell, 
chairman of the committee, is now satisfied 
that Mr. McElroy is not attempting to gag 
Adm. Arleigh Burke or any other military 
officers called as witnesses. 

The written assurances that Senator Russell 
demanded largely repeat what Secretary Mc- 
Elroy said in a public speech last April 10. 
He then warned against officers speaking out 
publicly against the President's reorganiza- 
tion plan but added that any witness before 
Congress “should answer questions frankly 
and fully.” Last week when Mr. McElroy ex- 
pressed “regret’”’ over Adm, Burke’s unfavor- 
able comment on part of the President’s plan, 
there was only ene real reason for Senator 
Russell to detect an issue. That reason was 
hostility to Mr. Eisenhower's plan. 

Mr. Eisenhower and Secretary McElroy. are 
trying to obtain passage of a bill that will 
remove a major Pentagon defect—the tend- 
ency of the armed services to work at cross 
purposes for their own benefit. To do this it 
is essential to keep the military chiefs from 
by-passing civilian authority in the Defense 
Department by going unsummoned to Con- 
gress, where each service has long-established 
and influential friends. 

The Senate committee would do better to 
sift this matter than to become. exercised over 
fanciful or forced issues such as Senator Rus- 
sell made the most of. 


Regular Reports on Radiation 


The +public would form more objective 
opinions about nuclear fallout and the dan- 
gers of radiation if it received more objective 
information, suggests a letter-writer in The 
Courier-Journal of Louisville. Instead of being 
confused by conflicting statements, the, pub- 
lic might at least be told,;the amount of r 
activity in a given area at a given time. 

Samples now are being taken by Weather 
Bureau observation stations and sent to a 
central laboratory for evaluation. By mid- 
July the Weather Bureau hopes to have all 
its stations equipped with instruments which 
will make possible on-the-scene readings of 
the radiation dose rate. Present plans call for 
hourly readings every Wednesday, and re- 
ports to Washington every fourth Wednesday. 
In case of emergency, of course, there would 
be more frequent readings and reports. 

This new Weather Bureau activity suggests 
that regular readings might be announced to 
the public just like rainfall or river stages, 
The equipment is designed to detect radio- 
activity in a range from a hundredth of 
a milliroentgen to 500 milliroentgens. Aside 
from increases of radioactivity due to nuclear 
tests, this phenomenon varies according to 
weather conditions, increases generally being 
caused by rain, wind or air turbulence. 

Admittedly, the layman could not evaluate 
these figures without scientific guidance. But 
then, he also needs such guidance for evalua-

Foreign Policy Molded by Apathy 


Arkansas Senator Appeals for Imaginative Exploration of Alternatives 


J. W. Fulbright, 
in a Speech to the Senate 


As a member of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations,_I cannot help 
being impressed by a recurrent phe- 
nomenon in the conduct of the most 
important foreign affairs of the na- 
tion. I may add that I cannot help 
being. deeply disturbed by it. 

This phenomenon manifests itself 
in the approach of the Administra- 
tion to the most complex and diffi- 
cult problems that beset the nation, 
particularly those of foreign policy 

and defense. Peri- 
odically, the Ad- 


, ministration is in- 
The Mirror. vived. frightened, 
of or otherwise 


prodded into look- 
ing at these prob- 
lems, It takes 
them out, exam- 
ines them, makes 
a few statements, puts them back 
into the bureaucratic drawers and 
forgets about them. 


The Administration's behavior in 
these matters reminds me of a school- 
boy who dreams great dreams of 
achievement. He announces his high 
purpose and resolve to the world. 
He piles his desk high with books 
and diligently sets about to bring the 
dreams to fulfillment. A half-hour 
later, however, the sounds of gunfire 
on the TV or the shouts of play out- 
side his window become irresistible. 
He is off. The dreams of achieve- 
ment are remembered vaguely. 


What is understandable § and 
harmless in a child is incomprehen- 
sible and perilous in the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

Our policies seem to be formu- 
lated while we are en route to the 
fires. The Eisenhower doctrine of 
last year, for example, was primarily 
a military response to a nonmilitary 
threat. And, today, the Middle East 
tinderbox is ready for the spark. 


Little New Thinking on Aid 


Our aid programs this year em- 
body little new thinking. The annual 
foreign-aid requests are split be- 
tween military and economic aid, at 
a ratio of about $3 for military aid 
to $1 for economic assistance. De- 
spite the fact that the Soviet bloe 
emphasizes economic aid as a device 
to extend political influence in 
southeast Asia, we remain committed

to the 3-to-1 ratio into which we. 


have slipped. 

There is little evidence that we 
have freshly weighed the economic 
and military threat to underdevel- 


oped areas. If we m e to 
up the defense forces t un- 
tries we aid, and the those

There certainly is no evidence 
that the Administration has compre- 


the doctrine of mutual deterrence. 
Neither is there evidence that the

United States and the Soviet Union 
with a basis for agreements which 
might serve to reduce areas of con- 
tact which otherwise might generate 
the spark of war. 


It is only as this nation proceeds 
diligently to explore these areas that 
it can expect to maintain the respect 
of mankind, This we have not done. 


Not only have we failed to press 
forward in a search for areas of 
agreement, but we have failed even 
to explore the proposals of others. 
Administratively, we are organized 
to brand within the hour, Soviet 
proposals as propaganda. We do not 
seem to be organized to explore the 
feasibility of new proposals. 


While I am not prepared at this 
time to commit myself finally to 
such concepts as disengagement, the 
fact that proposals of this kind are 
put forth by such able, thoughtful, 
and experienced men as George Ken- 
nan and Walter Lippmann suggests 
that, at a minimum, we owe it to 
ourselves to consider their ideas 
carefully and thoroughly. 


Nothing But an Arms Race? 


The alternative to decreased ten- 
sion is increased tension. The al- 
ternative to lessening tension be- 
tween the Communist bloc and the 
free world is maintenance of the 
arms race, the continuation of nu- 
clear testing, and the gradual ex- 
haustion of such reservoirs of con- 
fidence in United States leadership 
as still exist throughout the world. 

The alternative to modus vivendi 
is modus moriendi. 

This requires a vigorous, unrelent- 
ing search for alternatives to de- 
struction, whether they originate 
with men in the White House, the 
State Department, Whitehall, War- 
saw, or even the Kremlin. 

All the world knows that our for- 
eign’ bases pose a threat for the So- 
viet Union. All the world knows 
that Soviet missiles and submarines 
pose a threat for the United States. 
All the world knows we live on the 
brink of disaster. 

Yet we Seem to operate on the 
theory that serious negotiation can 
take place only if we are safely 


ahead in the race. Will we ever feel 
ourselves sufficiently ahead to ne- 
gotiate? Will the Russians? 


I seriously doubt if either phys- 
ical security or the preservation of 
freedom can. be assured by con- 
tinued preoccupation with military 
defense, 


We put in more bases, and they 
make more submarines and missiles, 
and then we put in more bases. That 
is the way it is going. As General 
Twining said to the Committee on 
Foreign. Relations last February, we 
are obviously in a race. It is a race 
ho one can win. 

It takes no imagination, no orig- 
inality, no mental effort to appro- 
priate money for arms, and pot very 
much to build them, It only takes 
technical know-how. and complaisant 
taxpayers who complain very little 
if frightened periodically. There is 
no political risk to the proponents 
of ever bigger defense budgets; and 
if their judgment is wrong, it can 
never be proved in any ease. The 
war which is like- 
ly to follow a pol- 
icy of armaments 
to the exclusion 
of all else, dis- 

oses of all false 
udgments in its 
fiery furnace.

As illustrative of my thought, the ex- 
change program and the Marshall 
plan. were imaginative and effective 
programs which have relieved the 
otherwise uniformly dull and futile 
repetition of wornout slogans. 


There is no law of God or man 
which assures the survival of any 
peoples if they do not have the wit 
and energy to survive. I hope that 
we shall be able to stimulate this 
Administration into aceepting the re- 
sponsibilities ‘and challenges incum- 
bent on the leadership of the United 
States in the mid-20th century so 
that we may have, as a people, a 
reasonable expectation of survival.

The Refusal to Answer 


HYDE PARK, N.Y., June 27. 
SINCE IT IS IMPOSSIBLE to get anything into the 
Soviet newspapers except their government's own story and 
explanation I suppose the Soviet people have to believe that 
the United States Government inspired all the demonstra- 
tions at Soviet embasstes over the execution of Imre Nagy 
and his associates. 


The execution of the Hungarian leaders, which 
may or may not have been inspired by the Soviet 
Union, was, however, a very serious mistake for 
Russia. Perhaps it was not such a serious mistake 
as concerning the Soviets’ relations with their own 
people, who are kept from communication with the 
outside world, but it certainly was a mistake in its 
effect upon the uncommitted areas of the world. 


The action of the Kadar government in these execu- 
tions shows that both it and the Soviet government under- 
estimated the change that has come over the world con- 
science. 


THIS LEADS ME to something I have been wanting to 
say about the recent House Un-American Activities hear- 
ings in New: York involving such personalities in the en- 
tertainment field as directors, actors, musicians, etc. 

Because they refused to answer questions concerning 
past affiliations with the Communist party and took refuge 
in the First and Fifth amendments, several of them lost 
their jobs. 


I wonder whether the public realizes that 
many people really believe that nobody has a right 
to ask anyone about his political affiliations, past 
or present? We are not at war. 


In these cases there was no question of the action to 
overthrow our Government; so the question is based on 
one’s right to hold opinions and beliefs contrary to the 
usually accepted pattern. Down through history this has 
been the American citizen's right, and it still is his right 
to claim, under either of these constitutional guarantees, 
the refusal to answer. 

In addition, the pattern followed in questioning a per- 
son who is willing to answer consists of asking him to di- 
vulge the names of those who were Communist party mem- 
bers with him. In wartime this may be necessary, but at 
present in the entertainment field it is nonsense.

Grim Avenger 


“THE BRAVADOS” at the ST. LOUIS THEATER is 
an excellent Western, and would be even better if director 
Henry King and screenwriter Philip Yordan had the cour- 
age to quit at the logical ending. It is a stern and absorbing 

chase melodrama of a rancher’s relent- 
less pursuit of four outlaws who he 
believes raped ana murdered his wife. 
Gregory Peck plays this avenger with 
a gloomy intensity. No actor around can 
summon a steelier glint in his eye or a 
tighter, harsher lip, so Gregory looks 
pretty deadly and it’s no wonder he 
| hearts of his quarry. 

He first finds them, in jail and about to hang for 
another murder in a little Mexican-American Western 
town. He sticks around for the pleasure of watching them 
dangle, but they escape from jail while everyone is in 
church, kidnaping a girl as a shield. Gregory leads the 
pursuing posse and closes in on them, one by one, with 
an inexorable grimness and shows them no mercy. 

One, (Lee Van Cleef) he counterambushes and pours 
four bullets into after failing to get a confession. The 
next (Albert Salmi) he hangs on a tree. The third, (Stephen 
Boyd) who has attacked the girl prisoner before abandon- 
ing her, Gregory shoots down in a Mexican saloon. Finally, 
when Peck catches up with the last, an Indian (Henry 
Silva) and finds him with his wife and sick child, there 
is a shattering ironic twist. Gregory finds he has been 
killing the wrong men. 


The film should have ended right there, with the 
avenger left thunderstruck, fer a terrific impact. Instead, 
it is drawn out in an anticlimax as Peck goes through 
agonies of repentance back at the town where the quest 
started and finds Joan Collins waiting for him with his 
small daughter. 


Racial Theme 


MISCEGENATION, a theme once shunned by the 
movie code, is boldly faced, even given approval by im- 
plication, in “KINGS GO FORTH,” a World War II drama 
at the ORPHEUM. Frank Sinatra, as an American lieuten- 
ant on the mountainous southern front 
in France, goes to the Riviera_on a pass 
and there encounters an attractive, high- 
class girl (Natalie Wood) who says her 
parents were Americans, although she 
has always lived in France. 

Now Frank is totally unrecognizable 
from the blithe heel of “Pal Joey.” He's 
as nice a guy as you'd ever want to trust with your daugh- 
ter. He falls in love with Natalie and wants to marry her. 
She turns him down, then shocks him by telling him her 
father, now dead, was a Negro. Her white mother tells 
how happy the marriage was and What a fine person her 
husband was. Frank recovers from the shock and con- 
tinues to befriend the girl. 


A cocky sergeant in his observation platoon (Tony 
Curtis) takes over, falls in love with the girl and says he 
is going to marry her. This is a cruel hoax, which almost 
breaks the girl’s heart. It’s always easy to punish such a 
heel as Tony in a war picture. He dies a hero in a hidden 
observation post behind the German lines, helping Sinatra 
direct a bombardment which destroys a German outfit 
and supply base. Frank emerges, minus an arm and grim, 
to find the girl carrying on bravely as a schoolteacher. 


The film, from a novel by Joe David Brown, is sincere 
and well acted, especially by the sensitive Miss Wood. 
But it is a trifle too pat and predictable for any real 
power. The impression is given, too, that all the American 
troops knocked off over the weekends to lounge in the 
bistros of the Riviera. I wonder what the Germans facing 
them did on the weekends, THEY probably went to Venice. 


Widmark, That Nasty Man 


“THE LAW AND JAKE WADE,” at LOEW’S STATE, 
is a conventional Western and Robert Taylor is a conven- 
tional hero, stern and fearless, even if the script does try 
to take the curse of nobility off him by having him as a 
reformed outlaw turned marshal. But 
Richard Widmark is never conventional. 
His villains are always chillingly realistic, 
his venomous smile and glaring eyes are 
always deadly. 

" In this Dick is especially a rattlesnake. 

After his old buddy in outlawry, Taylor, 
% saves him from hanging, he repays the 
kindness by kidnaping Taylor and his fiancee, Patricia 
Owens, to ferce him fo tell, on pain of killing the girl, 
where the loot from their last robbery together is buried. 
Widmark plainly tells them he’s going to murder them 
anyway when he gets his hands on the gold. Ordinarily, 
this wouldn't worry an audience of Western fans too much 
because they know the hero always finds some way out, 
but with Widmark you can’t be too sure. He looks like a 
man who just loves to murder. 


But you may be sure Bob Taylor sticks by the Code 
of the West. When he gets the drop on Widmark, does 
he mow him down? Of course not, silly. He gives Dick 
a gun and shoots it out with him Man to Man. I think 
it would have been a snappy ending for Taylor to have 
been killed for his chivalry, and have Widmark walk off, 
cocky and grinning, with the gold under his arm. Dif- 
ferent, anyway. 


Hi, Ho, Silver! 


THE LONE RANGER (Clayton Moore) obviously thinks 
adult Westerns are cowboy films more than 21 years old. 
His efforts are frankly pitched at a juvenile level, and he 
is as noble as Sir Lancelot as he and Tonfo foil the dastard- 
ly plotters. His latest, “THE LONE RANGER AND THE 
LOST CITY OF GOLD,” now showing at the NORTH, 
SOUTH-TWIN and 66 PARK-IN drive-ins, marks the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of the masked hero. It isn’t badly made 
at that, and is satisfactory for what it sets out to do—bring 
joy to the hearts of kids.

A HUGE ROCKET thunders 
from its launching pad at Cape 
Canaveral to hurl a man-made 
moon into orbit. 

Implications of the flaming 
monster stagger the imagina- 
tion. Space is no longer a 
barrier, but a bridge to other 
worlds. 

It is ironic that so dramatic 
a breakthrough in man’s an- 
cient yearning to explore the 
reaches beyond his own planet 
should have originated nearly 
half a century ago in the schol- 
arly mind of a brilliant, self- 
effacing American physicist, 
criticized in his own time, 
except by a few far-sighted 
people, as a “visionary” and 
“moon-man.” 

But the crowning irony Is 
that if his own countrymen had 
listened to Dr. Robert Hutch- 
ings Goddard, the United States 
today might be years ahead of 
its present position in its race 
with Soviet Russia into space. 
There would, in fact, have been 
no race. 

As it was, Harry F. Guggen- 
heim, president of the Daniel 
and Florence Guggenheim 
Foundation, who tried, with 
Goddard, to interest our armed 
forces in the potential of rock- 
ets in 1940, recalls that they 
got a polite “brush-off” which 
cost us an unchallenged lead in 
rockets and satellites today. 
Tragically, Goddard lived long 
enough to see his dream of 
man’s conquest of space come 
to fruition in the form of a 
terrible new weapon—the Ger- 
man V-2 rocket—in the hands 
of an enemy. 

In May 1945, only three 
months before Goddard's death, 
captured German rocket ex- 
perts were asked by United 
States Army specialists about 
the V-2s that rained death on 
London in the last month of 
World War II. To the Amer- 
icans’ surprise, a member of 
the German delegation replied: 

“You have the man in your 
country who knows all about 
rockets, and from whom we got 
our ideas—Robert H. Goddard.” 

Goddard's story reads rather 
like a novel by Jules Verne, 
but minus the glory which 
crowned the struggles of 
Verne’s heroes. The “father 
of space travel” won his battle 
to prove that man could send 
a rocket hurtling into space. 
But the world-wide fame he 
earned never came in his own 
lifetime. 

Quietly and diligently, God- 
dard worked for decades to 
perfect his ideas and to con- 
vince skeptics, including lead- 
ers in the United States Gov- 
emment and armed forces, of 
their tremendous implications. 
Among other advances, God- 
dard was the first man to: 

>» Develop (in 1918) a projec- 
tile rocket, prototype of the 
World War II “bazooka” and 
forerunner of present solid-fuel 
rockets. 

» Develop and shoot a liquid- 
fuel rocket (March 16, 1926, 
at Auburn, Mass.). 

» Shoot a rocket faster than 
mao (1935, near Roswell, 

». 

>» Develop a gyroscopic steer- 
ing apparatus for rockets. 

> Patent the idea of a “step” 
Or multi-stage rocket. 

>» Offer a practical plan to 
explore high altitudes with 
rockets, and possibly shoot 
away from the earth. 

» Offer the first sound math- 
ematical theory of rocket pro- 
pulsion and flight. 

>» Prove, mathematically and 
by actual test, that a rocket 
not only works—but works bet- 
ter—in a vacuum, and so can 
operate in space. 

Goddard's records, carefully 
kept through the years, reveal 
the exhaustive labors that went 
into ore momentous break- 
through after another. They 
also reveal disappointments 
which would have discouraged 
a less optimistic man than God- 
dard. Typically, in the midst 
of a difficult research problem, 
he once said to his wife: “If 
it were easy, someone would 
have done it long ago.” 

Born in Worcester, Mass., 
Oct. 5, 1882, Goddard was a 
quiet, serious-minded youth 
who soon showed the quick, 
probing mind of the scientist. 
One of the first areas of scien- 
tific exploration to draw his 
attention, and one which was

discovery came while he was a 
research fellow at Princeton 
University in 1912-13. His cal- 
culations showed that relative- 
ly little fuel was needed to lift 
a payload to great heights by 
rocket power, if a motor could 
be devised to use fuel effi- 
ciently. These computations 
were later to form the basis of 
a paper, entitled “A Method of 
Reaching Extreme Altitudes,” 
published in 1919 by the Smith- 
sonian Institution as one of 
two classic papers in which 
Goddard laid the foundation 
for nearly all of today’s devel- 
opments in rocketry and jet 
propulsion. 

After returning to Clark in 
1914, the young physicist be- 
gan to experiment in earnest 
the following year, starting 
with ship's rockets and contin- 
uing with others which he 
made himself. Two years lat- 
er the Smithsonian Institution 
came to his aid with a small 
grant of funds to carry on his 
work. 

When the United States 
entered World War I in 1917, 
Goddard volunteered his serv- 
ices and was assigned to ex- 
plore the military possibilities 
of rockets. He developed a tra- 
jectory rocket which fired in- 
termittently, with charges in- 
into the combustion 
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dard’s tireless work during 
the 1920s attracted little in- 
terest. But toward the end 
of the decade, what may 
prove to be the most mo- 
mentous rocket shot in his- 
tory took place. On July 17, 
1929, in a field near Auburn, 
Mass., Goddard fired a liquid 
fuel rocket whose repercus- 
sions, much wider than the 
quiet professor wished at the 
time, will continue to be felt 
for centuries.

a roar to a height of 90 feet, |

“After a sympathetic recep- 
tion,” Guggenheim recalls, “we 
were asked to present our pro- 
ject in detail to their represen. 
tatives at a joint conference 
on May 28, 1940. On hearing 
our story, the representative of 
Army Ordnance said: ‘All very 
interesting, but we don’t think 
rockets will play any part in 
this war; we believe that this 
war is going to be fought with 
the trench mortar.’ 


“However, the representa- 
tives of Naval Aviation and 
the Army Air Corps said they 
thought there might be a spe- 
cialized field in which Dr. 
Goddard's work could be useful 
~~jet-assisted takeoffs. And 
throughout the war Dr. God- 
dard was almost entirely re- 
stricted to the development of 
JATO for the Navy and the 
Army Air Corps.” 


As we know now, the Ger- 
mans at this time were well 
advanced in developing what 
ultimately became the V-2 
rocket. But the irony of this 
situation only became ap- 
parent four years later. 


“In December 1944, a few 
months after the V-2 began 
falling on London, Goddard vis- 
ited me at Mercer Field, where 
I was then stationed as com- 
manding officer of a Naval Air 
facility,” Guggenheim related. 
“He gave me a photograph of 
one of his pioneering liquid 


genheim Foundation. It is 
practically identical with the 
German V-2 rocket.’” | 


Thus, by the spring of 1941 
Goddard had succeeded almost 
single-handedly in building a 
rocket nearly identical with 
that which the Germans, work- 
ing since 1929 on military 
rockets as an official Army 
project developed about 18 
months later. This rocket is 
now on display at the National 
Air Museum of the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, D.C. 


Robert Goddard died Aug. 
10, 1945, after a throat oper- 
ation. If ever a man had the 
right in his last days to say to 
his fellow countrymen, “I told 
you so,” it was Goddard. But 
he was not the man to hurl 
recriminations for the apathy 
that had greeted his own work. 
His concern lay, rather, in do- 
ing what he could to make sure 
that those who followed would 
not be similarly ridiculed and 
ignored. 


A number of memorials to 
Goddard’s genius exist today, 
among them Robert H. God- 
dard professorships endowed 
by the Daniel and Florence 
Guggenheim Foundation at the 
Guggenheim Jet Propulsion 
Centers at Princeton Univer- 
sity and California Institute of 
Technology. But the most elo- 
quent testimonials are the mod- 
ern descendants of the Goddard 
rocket, such as the Vanguard 
and the Jupiter-C with which 
the United States sent earth 


satellites spinning into space.

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purpose. I recall about 
this with our friend Dr. Bill 
Albrecht, famous soil. scientist 
and nutritionist at the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. With- 
out trying to quote too accur- 
ately, Bill put it something like 
this: White clover is more or 
less a cyclic legume and ap- 
pears at intervals in our Mis- 
souri grasslands, especially 
where bluegrass has estab- 
lished itself. 


The white clover cycle comes 
about in this way. When we 
eed a meadow, we fertilize it 
and plant it to grasses and 
legumes such as orchardgrass 
and red agp Gradually as 


volunteer, replacing the heav- 
ler grasses as they die out. 


Always in these soils is a 
good supply of white clover 
seed lying — and 
probably the annual Korean 
lespedeza, as well. The blue- 
grass is a heavy nitrogen 
feeder and, as it uses up the 
available supply, tends to 
thin out. When this happens 
the white clover takes ad- 
vantage of the spaces that 
open up and sprouts. It does 
well because it has an am 
supply of organic matter ‘te 
feed on; this being deposited 
in the soil by the roots of 
the grass which are good 
humus builders. 


Once the clover gets a start, 
it begins taking nitrogen from 
the air and, through the no- 
dules that form on its roots, 
transferring this nitrogen to 
the soil. As the nitrogen builds 
up, it stimulates the growth of 
the grasses and gradually the 
bluegrass takes over and the 
cycle’ starts again. 


The whole pattern takes 
somewhere around five years 
with, on the average, four years 
of bluegrass dominance and 
one with the clover at its peak. 
At the top of the cycle for 
either species there are, of 
course, plenty of plants of the 
other one present and a goodly 
supply of seed lying dormant. 

In your own lawn, mowing 
the clover judiciously will in- 
crease its nitrogen-fixing ca- 
pacity. It is, however, impor-
